Acoordlng to news artrcles, Minority Leader Boehner supports the Alaska provisfons in the energy legislation 
proposed yesterday by House Democrats. While this biil was defeated on the suspensfon calendar, which 
requires a 2/3rds vote for approval, the Alaska provislons (discussed In my email yesterday) could come up 
again in some other context 

Accordingly, if possible, I would suggest that you talk wlth Mr. Boehner durlng his Alaska visit this weekend. In 
my opinion, he is Inadvertently falllng Into the Democrats' trap. Thelr proposal, and notjust the useltor loose 
it feature, is much more rhetorkal than real. In general, I believe that the Alaska provtsions add iittte to ertsting 
law and, in some cases (ban on otl exports) are actually deletertous. 

If Mr. Boehner knows the facts, which I will be providing to his staff today, he mlght change hls mind. 

This could also help with some of the 26 House Republicans and a few oli state Democrats who voted In favor of 

Speaker Pelosi's legislatton. 

Several of our concems are also discussed In a Statement of Administration Policy issued yesterday by the Bush 
Adminlstratkm. I have pasted the statement betow so that you can see the Admlnistratton's problems with the 
NPR-A and gas pipeline provislons, as wetl as wlth the ban on Alaska oli exports. 

Hope this helps.

STATEMENT OF ADMINISTRATION POLICY 

H.R. 6515 -To amend the Naval Petroteum Reserves ProducUon Act of 1976 and for other purposes 
(Rep.Rahall(D)WV) 

The Administration strongly opposes H.R.6515, which fails to address the pressing energy needs of our Natlon. 
Instead, the biil would discourage the development of domesttc energy resources, dnVe up gasoiine prices, and 
reduce the Nation's energy security. With gasoiine prices at historic hkjhs, it is unimaglnable that Congress is 
consktering legislation that would, among other things, reduce domestic oil supply by chBIfeig investment and 
pladng new restricttons on how exptoratkm can go forward. If H.R. 6515 were presented to the PreskJent, his 
senior advtsors would recommend that he veto the biil. 

This legislation is another example of the Democratkalry controlled Congress' failure to address the root causes 
of high gasoiine prices. The PreskJent has put forward a comblnatton of Federal policies to access our domestfc 
resources, break our dependence on fossii fuels, improve our energy effictency, and hamess the power of 
altematfve fuels and renewable energy technologles 

- while at the same tfme increasing our energy security and ensuring our economy can continue to prosper and 
grow. 

On Monday, July 14, the Presldent Itfted an executive prohibition on drilling for oil and natural gas on the Outer 
Continental Shelf and urged Congress to remove a similar leglslatlve banier. The PreskJent has repeatedly calted 
on Congress to take additional measures to address the Nation's energy needs Including: (1) removing the 
prohibition on completing commerdal oil shale leasing regulatfons to altow access to this promfslng resource; (2) 
permltHng oil and gas exploratk>n and development in a remote region of Northem Alaska; and (3) streamRnfng 
the permftting process for expansfons and reconfiguratlons of reflnerJes. In lleu of the current fiawed piece of 
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leglslatfon, the Administration strongly urges the Congress to take actton in these areas. 
The bill prohibits the granBng of new oli or gas exptoration or productlon leases to any entfty that Es not 
"diligentry developing" tts existing leases on Federal lands. Current law already establishes inlttal tease periods 
and requlres that reasonabte progress be made toward production of resources from Federal oi) and gas leases. 
Faflure to demonstrate and malntain progress toward commencing productlon already resufts In the forfefture of 
the tease and any extensions, as well as the lessee's Investment In ft. 

By blocking some firmsfrom competing for new leases, thfe tegfelatlon would further increase gasoline prices 
that already exceed $4 per galbn and result In unlntended consequences due to litigatfon. Even though new 
leases wlll take years to develop, oil markets are forward-looklng, and an expected decline in future supply wlll 
raise prices today. 

This bill mandates addltlonal oH and gas leaslng sales withln the National Petroleum Reserve - Alaska (NPR-A). 
Thls mandate is misplaced, as regular tease sales are already occurring. The key impedlment to increasing 
production from NPR-A is the near continuous tegai challenges to Federal tease sales In Alaska-lawsuits that 
would just as surely prevent any meaningful progress intended by the bill's mandates. The Admlnlstration urges 
Congress to address this key impedlment, and thereby have a real positive impact on production. 
This bill seeks to expedite construction of pipelines in Alaska for oil and natural gas. The Administration is willing 
to help expedite any Federal permfts needed to fadlitate construction of such pipelines. However, the 
Admlnlstration would oppose any requlrement for further Federal fundlng or flnanclal support for these 
pipelines, as there are sufficient market Incentives for thelr devetopment. In particular, the Administration would 
strongly oppose any addiHonal Federal financlat Jncenuves beyond the already authortzed $18 billlon In Federal 
toan guarantees. If Congress really wants to have a positive impact on productlon In Alaska, they shouW altow 
more production in the area of Alaska's National Wildlife Refuge that was set aslde for oli and gas exptoratfon. 
FlnaWy, thls bill requlres that Alaskan oil production supply only U.S. markets. Such a ban on the export of 
Alaskan oli is unnecessary and unwise. None of the oil production from the North Slope of Alaska is soH beyond 
Alaska and the Lower-48 States. The U.S. Congress dld pass a law In 1995 permltting exports, but virtually no 
oli has been exported for the past eight years. Such a ban would make vlrtually no addfljonal oil availabfe to 
U.S. consumers, and would not lower oli prices that are set in a worW market. At the same tfrne, such export 
restrictions are detrimental to the efficient operatlon of global energy markets and would send the wrong slgnal 
to our trading partners who may face pressure to Impose slmllar trade restrictions.

FOR $6.19 BILLION 

Waste Management launched an unsolidted surprise counter offer to buy 
Republlc Services for about $6.19 billion, potentialty derailing Republic's 
deal to acqulre Allled Waste Industries Inc. for $6.77 billion. Republic 
sald in a statement that it would carefully revfew the proposal and 
respond in due course, but the company noted that it already had a 
definlttve merger agreement wlth Allled Waste. Waste Managemenfs bid 
of $34 per share represents a 22% premium to Republic's recent closlng 
price, but that stoclc had been off by 17% since rumors of its deal to buy 
Allled first surfaced. Therefore, it Is likely that Waste Management will 
have to sweeten its offer before all is said and done. 

It is also likely that the greater level of overlap between the two 
companies' markets wiil necessltate some divestltures; however, 
accordlng to Waste Managemenfs Chairman and CEO, Davtd Stelner, 
"we're also certaln the assets we'lt getto keep are slgnlflcant and make 
for a compelling transaction." Republic's strong buslness in Las Vegas Is 
an especlally compelling asset, said Stelner. Even wlth divestltures, the 
merger is likely to result In an expansion of Waste Managemenfs share 
of the $55 billion waste management industry to 30% from 24%. 

Accordlng to Stelner, "Our proposal dearly offers a better and more 
certaln value altematlve to Republlc stockholders than the recently 
announced Republlc-Allied Waste transaction.' 1 

Waste Management Is drawlng strength from Its own recent 
performance.

On Jury 10, Secretaiy Spelkngs announced the selectioo of 25 teachers for Teaching Ambassador 
Fellowships with the U.S. Department of Education for 2008-09. Fiv e Washington Fellows 
(Stephanie Canada, elementary physical education, Shawnee, OK; Jonathan Eckert, seventh-grade 
science, FrankUn, TN; Steven Hicks, ktndergarten and first-grade, Los Angeles, CA; Bobbi 
Houtchens, high school Engfish and English as a Second Language, San Bernardino, CA; and jahe 
Shflrely, fourth- and fifth-grade gifted math, LawrenceviUe, GA) will become full-time Department 
cmployees in Washington, D.C, for one year, engaging in policy discussions, working witn different 
program offices, and participating in a variety of projects. Twenty Classioom Fellows w21 remain in 
their classrooms and be paid for assignments throughout the school year on a part-time basis. "I 
know we will benefit from the fellows' knowledge and esperience in the classroom," the Secretary 
said.

NCLB UPDATE 
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The Department has pubHshed FiscaI Year 2008 Tide I allocations by school district. Under the No Child 
Lift BebindAct, districts must spend an amount equal to 20% of their Tide I, Part A allocation to cover 
public school choice-rekted transportation costs and pay for supplemental educational services (SES). 
Districts have some discretion to determtne the allocation of funds between the activities, but they must use 
at least one-quartet (5%) of the 20% "reservation" on each activity, if the cost of satisfying demand for each 
escceeds 5%. Moreover, for each student recetving SES, districts are recjuked to pay the lesser of the actual 
cost of such services or an amount equal to the district's Tide I, Part A allocation divided by the number of 
poor children withic the district, as determined by Census Bureau esdmates. FOR MORE

Each state was evaluated on fcey 
indicators under Part B (ages 3 through 21) and Part C (infants through age 2) and placed into one of four 
categories-. meets reauirements, needs assistance, needs intervention, and needs substantkl intervention. 
Staff carefully considered states* Annual Performance Reports, information obtained through monitoring 
visits, and other public records. Overall, most states fell into the top two categories. Thirteen states eamed 
the highest raung for Part B, and 21 states eamed the top rating for Part C. No states were in the lowest 
category on either part. For states in the Iower categories, the IDEA identifies technical assistance or 
actions which the agency must tafce under specific drcumstances. The Department will work with states 
that need assistance or intervention using its network of technical assistance centers. New determination 
letters are issued annuafly.

This week, Tapping America's Potentkl (TAP), a coalition of 16 leading U.S. business organizations, 
t eleased a report assessing the progtess made over the last three years toward the TAP goal of doubling the 
number of students earning bachelor's degrees in scdence, technology, engineering, and math (STEM). The 
report; "Gaining Momentum, Losing Ground," indicates that, while the number of degrees rose early in the 
decade (from 201,055 degrees in 2001 to 208,243 in 2002 and 220,360 in 2003), the number of degrees has 
leveled o£f at about 225,000 per year - substantially off track of reaching 400,000 by 201 5. The report also 
updates TAF s recommendations for advancing U.S. competmVeness: boosting and sustaining runding fot 
basic research; reforming visa and immigration policies to enable the U.S. to attract and retain STEM 
students from around the world; upgrading K-12 math and science teachmg; and building public 
understanding and support FOR MORE INFORMATION, PLEASE GO TO 
http://www.tap2015.org/news/tap 2008 progress.pdf . 



MONITORING AMERICA'S CHILDREN 

The 2008 edition of "America's Children: Key National Indicators of Well-Being," compiled by the 22- 
membcr Federal Interagency Forum on Child and Family Statistics, presents indicators in seven sections: 
£un2y and social environment, economic circumstances, health care, physical environment and safety, 
behavior, education, and health. In 2007, the report cited under education, scores of fourth- and eighth- 
graders on the National Assessment of Educational Progres s (NAEP) were higher in math than in all 
previous asscssments and higher in reading than in 2005. Other favorable changes: a declme in childhood

As you know, the fish came in very hard fn eariy July, wrlh a catch of 2.6 million flsh m a single day. This 
led to limits and shutdowns as processors struggled to keep up. Afterthe season, we will have ADF&G's 
best guess of how many fish went unharvested due to these limits. We have fbreign owned processors In 
the bay now (shorebased) and we have floaters (U.S. owned). We just don't have any fbreign owned 
floaters. Ifs not that big of a teap, they just require a different permit Also, even our existing processors 
have tokt us that they do not mlnd compefition as tong as everyone is on a level playing fieW. I have also 
reminded the press that we met with processors prior to the season to encourage them to bring as much 
capacity as possible to the bay and also worked with some of our contacts to find out if there was forelgn 
fnterest out there. We didn't get any applications for this season for forelgn floaters, but what I have told 
people Is that when the 2009 forecast comes out in November, if we are expecting another big year, we 
wiH do everything possible to be sure that fishermen have the opportunity to harvest that resource. We 
will tet it be known for and wtde that there is an opportunity for investment in our seafood industry here in 
Alaska and we will work with interested fblks to get that capacity here. We can use our Office of 
Economic Development, our International Trade people, and other contacts we have to get the word out 
There is no doubt that many exlstfng companies did step up and increase capacity, just as they told us 
they would. However, there is also no doubt that it still was not enough and more investment In that 
region is needed if latge runs continue. 

I did talk with Bob for about 35 minutes the other day and provided hlm with much of this Information.
